1. SECURITY COUNCIL DID NOT MEET OR HOLD GROUP CONSULTATIONS 
ON CYPRUS MARCH 6. INSTEAD, EC-9 COUNCIL MEMBERS, NON-ALIGNED 
AND PARTIES SPENT DAY ATTEMPTING TO IRON OUT LAST WRINKLES 

IN MUTUALLY ACCEPTABLE DRAFT RESOLUTION. VIRTUALLY ALL CHANGES 
TO PREVIOUS DRAFT - MOST IMPORTANT BEING ELIMINATION OF 
REFERENCE TO SC GROUP - WERE MADE TO ACCOMMODATE TURKISH SIDE. 
AT 1900 LOCAL, EUROPEANS WERE ON VERGE OF GIVING PARTIES 
TEXT CARRIED PARA 2. WHILE CHANCES SEEM SLIM OF PARTIES 
AND COUNCIL MEMBERS RECEIVING INSTRUCTIONS BY AFTERNOON 
MARCH 7, SC PRESIDENT CONTINUES TO PRESS HARD FOR ADOPTION OF 
RESOLUTION BY END OF WEEK. 
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2. FOLLOWING IS TEXT OF REVISED EUROPEAN DRAFT RESOLUTION: 
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QUOTE THE SECURITY COUNCIL, 

HAVING CONSIDERED THE SITUATION IN CYPRUS IN RESPONSE TO 
THE COMPLAINT SUBMITTED BY THE GOVERNMENT OF THE REPUBLIC 
OF CYPRUS, 

HAVING HEARD THE REPORT OF THE SECRETARY-GENERAL AND 
THE STATEMENTS MADE BY THE PARTIES CONCERNED, 

DEEPLY CONCERNED AT THE CONTINUATION OF THE CRISIS IN 
CYPRUS, 

RECALLING ITS PREVIOUS RESOLUTIONS AND IN PARTICULAR 
RESOLUTION NUMBER 365 BY WHICH IT ENDORSED GENERAL ASSEMBLY 
RESOLUTION 3212 (XXIX) ADOPTED UNANIMOUSLY ON THE 1ST 
OF NOVEMBER 1974, 

NOTING THE ABSENCE OF PROGRESS TOWARDS THE IMPLEMENTATION 
OF ITS RESOLUTIONS, 

1. CALLS ONCE MORE ON ALL STATES TO RESPECT, AND 
URGENTLY REQUESTS THEM, AS WELL AS THE PARTIES CONCERNED, 

TO REFRAIN FROM ANY ACTION WHICH MIGHT PREJUDICE THE SOVEREIGNTY, 
INDEPENDENCE, TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY AND NON-ALIGNMENT OF 
THE REPUBLIC OF CYPRUS, AS WELL AS ANY ATTEMPT AT PARTITION 
OF THE ISLAND OR OF ITS UNIFICATION WITH ANY OTHER COUNTRY; 

2. REGRETS THE UNILATERAL DECISION OF 13 FEBRUARY 
DECLARING THAT A PART OF THE REPUBLIC OF CYPRUS WOULD BECOME 
"A FEDERATED TURKISH STATE" AS TENDING TO COMPROMISE THE 
CONTINUATION OF NEGOTIATIONS BETWEEN THE REPRESENTATIVES 

OF THE TWO COMMUNITIES ON AN EQUAL FOOTING WHOSE OBJECTIVE 
MUST CONTINUE TO BE TO REACH FREELY A SOLUTION PROVIDING FOR 
A POLITICAL SETTLEMENT AND THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A MUTUALLY 
ACCEPTABLE CONSTITUTIONAL ARRANGEMENT; AND EXPRESSES ITS 
CONCERN OVER ALL UNILATERAL ACTIONS BY EITHER COMMUNITY 
WHICH HAVE CAUSED OR MAY CAUSE THE WORSENING OF THE SITUATION 
IN THE ISLAND; 

3. AFFIRMS THAT THE DECISION REFERRED TO IN PARAGRAPH 

2 ABOVE DOES NOT PREJUDGE THE FINAL POLITICAL SETTLEMENT 
OF THE PROBLEM OF CYPRUS AND TAKES NOTE OF THE DECLARATION 
THAT THIS WAS NOT ITS INTENTION; 

4. CALLS FOR THE URGENT AND EFFECTIVE IMPLEMENTATION 

OF ALL PARTS AND PROVISIONS OF GENERALLY ASSEMBLY RESOLUTION 
3212 (XXIX) OF 1 NOVEMBER, 1974 ENDORSED BY SECURITY COUNCIL 
RESOLUTION 365 (1974) OF 13 DECEMBER, 1974 INCLUDING THOSE 
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WHICH CONCERN THE SPEEDY WITHDRAWAL OF ALL FOREIGN ARMED 
FORCES AND FOREIGN MILITARY PRESENCE AND PERSONNEL FROM THE 
REPUBLIC OF CYPRUS, A MUTUALLY ACCEPTABLE POLITICAL 
SETTLEMENT BASED ON THE FUNDAMENTAL AND LEGITIMATE RIGHTS 
OF THE TWO COMMUNITIES, THE EARLY RETURN OF ALL REFUGEES 
TO THEIR HOMES IN SAFETY AND THE CESSATION OF ALL FOREIGN 
INTERFERENCE IN ITS AFFAIRS; 

5. CONSIDERS THAT NEW EFFORTS SHOULD BE UNDERTAKEN TO 
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ASSIST THE RESUMPTION OF THE NEGOTIATIONS BETWEEN THE 
REPRESENTATIVES OF THE TWO COMMUNITIES; 

6. REQUESTS THE SECRETARY-GENERAL ACCORDINGLY TO PUT 
HIMSELF AT THE DISPOSAL OF THE PARTIES SO THAT THE 
RESUMPTION, THE INTENSIFICATION AND THE PROGRESS OF COM- 
PREHENSIVE NEGOTIATIONS, CARRIED OUT IN A SPIRIT OF 
UNDERSTANDING AND OF RECIPROCAL MODERATION, MIGHT BE FACILITATED; 

7. CALLS ON THE REPRESENTATIVES OF THE TWO COMMUNITIES 
TO CO-OPERATE CLOSELY WITH THE SECRETARY-GENERAL IN THE 
DISCHARGE OF THIS NEW MISSION OF GOOD OFFICES AND ASKS THEM 
TO ACCORD PERSONALLY A HIGH PRIORITY TO THEIR NEGOTIATIONS; 

8. CALLS ON ALL THE PARTIES CONCERNED TO REFRAIN FROM 

ANY ACTION WHICH WOULD JEOPARDIZE THE NEGOTIATIONS BETWEEN 
REPRESENTATIVES OF THE TWO COMMUNITIES AND TO TAKE 
STEPS WHICH WILL FACILITATE THE CREATION OF THE CLIMATE 
NECESSARY FOR THEIR SUCCESS; 

9. REQUESTS THE SECRETARY-GENERAL TO KEEP THE SECURITY 
COUNCIL INFORMED OF THE PROGRESS MADE TOWARDS THE IMPLEMEN- 
TATION OF THIS RESOLUTION AND OF ITS OTHER RESOLUTIONS AND REQUESTS 
THE SECRETARY-GENERAL TO REPORT TO IT WHENEVER HE CONSIDERS 

IT APPROPRIATE AND IN ANY CASE BEFORE 15 JUNE 1975; 

10. DECIDES TO REMAIN ACTIVELY SEISED OF THE MATTER.
